1 All the Sino T the Ante 
| Chapel (the great one excepted) are 
nearly, if not quite, as old as the 
Chapel itſelf, and contain the pour- 
traits of Patriarchs, Prophets, Saints, 
Martyrs, &c. to the number of 64, 
and po ſmaller above them: Curious 
for their antiquity, but for little elſe, 
being drawn without perſpective, 
without the effect of light and ſhade, 
and ill-proportioned; yet in theſe are 
ſome remains which ſhew the brillian- 
cy of their colours, and ſome traces 
of ſimplicity and beauty ; particularly 
in the heads of the n . in 
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the window on the right hand of the 


entrance to the Chapel. 


3 25 Of the ſecond ſort are the Win- 
dov on the North ſide of the Chapel. 

' Theſe are done in the common mo- 
dern ſtile by Mr. Peckitt of York. The 
three neareſt the Organ contain, in 

the lower range, the chief perſons re- 
corded in the Old Teſtament from 

Adam to Moſes ; in the upper, twelve 
of the Prophets. Mr. Rebecca gave 
the deſigns for theſe. The two other 
windows (when completed) will con- 


| tain our Saviour, the Virgin Mary, 
and the twelve Apoſtles. 


The third fort are on the South . 
fide of the Chapel. Theſe were ori- 
ginally Flemiſh windows; and done 
| (as it is reported) from deſigns given 
by ſome ſcholars of Rubens. Being 
brought out of Flanders, they came 
Into the poſſeſſion of Price the ſon, 
- whoſe {kill in Glaſspainting 1s well 
known, Of him e were purchaſed 
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by the Gentlemen of the College, who 
alſo employed him to repair what 
injuries they had ſuſtained, and to 
fit them for the places where they 
now ſtand A. D. 1740. In each win- 
dow are eight figures of Saints, Mar- 
tyrs and Prelates with their reſpective FT 
ſymbols; and for expreſſion, colour- 
ing, and effect, they were eſteemed 
equal, if not ſuperior, to any paint- 
ing executed on Glaſs till the appear- 
ance of the fourth ſort, of which 1 we 
no come to ſpeak. 5

Upon her right arm an Arrow joined 
with a Remora, the reſpective em- 
blems of ſwiftneſs and ſlowneſs; Pru- 
dence being a medium between them. 
The middle groupe, mentioned 
above, repreſents CHARITY, and de- 
ſerves eſpecial notice for the expreſ- 
ſion of the figures therein contained. 
The fondling of the Infant, the im- 
portunity of the Boy, and the placid 
affection of the Girl, together with 
the divided attention of the Mother, 
are all diſtinguiſhably and judiciouſly 
marked with a knowledge of charac- 
ter for which the great Artiſt who 
gave this deſign is ſo jaldly celebrated. 7
